Executive Summary: 

As mother Jennifer Singleton has not attempted any contact with Haley by visitation, phone, or 
mail since January, and has not allowed CASA to visit or talk to her, and because Haley 
adamantly states that she will not go back to live with her, focus should be on placing Haley 
with her father Walter Singleton. 

Walter Singleton has been visiting Haley monthly and calling her daily since the court brought 
him back to her life and has proven to be very willing to do whatever is necessary to see his 
daughter. Haley very much desires to move to Florida and be in the custody of her father as 
soon as possible. 

Walter Singleton's visitation should be changed to unsupervised, and I recommend that Haley 
be allowed to go with him to Florida on July 23 for an extended visit, the length of time to be 
determined by the court. I understand that DFCS wishes caution in allowing visits, but it is my 
understanding that Walter Singleton should have been having visitation already granted in 
Florida court, he has cooperated in everyway with classes and evaluations, he has been very 
open and forthcoming with CASA. Also in the 9 months that I have gotten to know Haley, her 
experience at Cherokee Estates has changed her from a timid scared girl to a much more 
outspoken and confident young lady, she has also turned 15. I believe that Haley can and would 
speak out for herself if she felt she was in an unsafe situation. 

I also recommend that it would be beneficial to proceed to custody as soon as possible so that 
Haley can start school in Florida. In the last school year she attended 2 schools and prior to that 
was home schooled, it would be less stressful for her to not have to change schools again this 
year. The school years starts August 15.

Visitation Comments I do not attend the visits between Haley and her father, but I do go visit Haley after 

each visit so that she can tell me all about it, Haley becomes very animated when 
talking about her dad and her visits with him, she seems very happy and says many 
times that she is so glad he is back in her life. She also talks a lot about moving to 
Florida to live with her dad, we talked about how it will be a big change, that they 
will all have to adjust to each other and not to have to big of expectations, Haley 
seems very level headed about it, says she knows they will have to adjust to each 
other but that she loves her dad and can't wait to move back with him and Julie (dads 
fiance), Haley says her dad calls every night, they have discussed that once she 
comes to Florida for the first week he is going to stay home and for the second week, 
Julie is going to stay home, all to help her adjust. She also talks about how glad she 
is that dad supports her interest in sports. Also dad looked into ROTC availability at 
school, another interest for Haley. Haley seems very proud of her dad, talks a lot 
about his military experience and says that she wants to do the same to be like him. 
She told me that she thought her life was never going to get better, but now that her 
dad is back in her life, she if happy and hopeful again. 

There have been no visits or attempts to visit between Haley and her mother 
Jennifer Singleton since January that I am aware of.

Haley has expressed a desire to find her biological brother, who was initially in foster care with 
Jennifer and Walter Singleton, Jennifer sent him back to DFCS Florida while Walter was in Iraq 
and Haley has not seen him since. I believe this was about 1 1 years ago, I told Walter Singleton 
about this and he stated that he would support Haley and help track him down if she was 
interested.

therapy session with Haley. Haley was feeling stressed that DFCS was "pressuring” her to 
pursue visits with her mother and also have her mother attend her sessions, it was decided by 
Haley and her counselor that these sessions are her private time to share and that perhaps her 
mother could have a separate session, Haley also decided that she would write her feelings 
about visitation with her mom and that she wanted to give that letter to me so that I could give it 
to the judge.
